In 
James, outside the lesson for today, see 
the new birth by the word of God, as 
plainly as Peter or John put ft, in 
chapter 1, 18 See the kingdom and 
the coming of Christ in chapters li, 5; 
v, 7,8. But the burden of James’ letter 
is the second aspect of salvation, the 
bearing and the doing to the glory of 
God because we are saved. 

The first verse in our lesson asks 
what benefit can there be in a faith 
that Is a mere “say so” or word of 
mouth, See how strong John is on 
that point: “He that saith 1 know 
Him and keepeth not His command- 
ments Isa liar.”

COLLAPSE OF FRENCH STRIKE 


Curtain Is Rung Ocwn Upon General 
Turmoil and Peace and Quiet- 


ness Now Reigns 

Paris. —The curtain has been rung 
down upon the geacral strike, amid re- 
criminations by the leaders, who tried 
to bring the responsibility for the fail- 
ure upon each other and the defeated 
postal employees, The end came when 
a few hundred laborers voted to re- 
sume work. 

The General Federation of Labor 
issued a manifesto in which they seek 
to cover up their retreat, explaining 
that the postal employees were over 
confident of the success of their see.

opportunity to averge itself against 
the leaders of the first strike.” 

The statement adds that the strikes 
of the excavators and other workmen 
have sufficiently demonstrated the sol- 
idarity of the proletariat and the post- 
men. 

With the surrender of the general 
Federation of Labor the strike of the 
postal employees, which had already 
wractically ended, collapsed utterly 


and the few men who wefe still on 
strike decided to return to their 
offices and try to obtain their old 
positions. The postmen and a few 


of the other unions are now raising a 
fund from whieh to give the disnissed 
postal employees $30 a month until 
they can obtain other employment. 


Czar Pardons Stoessel and Nebogatoff 

St. Petersburg.—Lieutenant-General 
Anatole M. Stoessel and Rear-Admiral 
Nebogatoff have been released from 
confinement in the fortress of St. Petor 
and St. Paul by order of Emperor 
Nicholas. The health of beth men 
has been gravely affected by their 
confinement, 

General Stocssel was found guilty 
by court martial of surrendering Port 
Arthur to the Japanese, and was serv 
ing a sentence of ten years’ imprison 
ment. Nebogatoff was sentenced to 
be interned in a fortress for the same 
length of time for surrendering to the 


enemy at the battle of the Sea’ of 
Japan. 
Stoessel began his sentence Mareh 


20, 1908, while Nebogatoff took up his 
quarters in the fortress April 15, 1907 
Rear-Admiral Gregorieff and Lieut 
Smirnoff, subordinate officers under 
Nebogatoff in’ the Russo-Japanese 
war, were pardoned a month ago.

The Chanel of the Bones. 

Not far from the Cathedral of St. 
Joann, in Valleta, on the Island of 
Malta, is an exquisite little church, 
built in the form of a Maltese cross, 
ealled the Chapel of the Monks, be- 
longing to one of the Catholic orders, 
Connected with it is a small under. 
ground chapel, « tnost weird, grue- 
some place, cxlled the Chapel of the 
Bones. Here rows upon rows of 
human bones ore arranged all over 
the walls and ceiling in geometric de. 
sign. These ere the bones of 1,600 
people who perished in two of Malta’s 
many sieges. In a pit outside 80,000 
more were burned, and these are but 
a tithe of countless thousands whose 
life blood has laved this rocky isle of 
the sea ell down the centuries, For 
so long a time that history is lost in 
dim age, it has been the centre of 
such conflict and woeful carnage as 
no other known spot on the earth's 
surface can recount, unless it be 
Sicily, which lies just north of it. For 
two and a half centuries it was the 
hardly held home of medieval chiv- 
alry. 


An C'd Larch Tree, 

Italy can boast of a lerch tree the 
age of which is estimated to be 2,000 
years, It is situated on thé northern 
flank of Mont Chetip in the direction 
of the huts of Pien Veni, above Cour- 
mayeur ,a few steps from the footpath 
that skirts the limits of the meadow.
